For those who haye not seen its facilities, a pen 
picture is in order. 

Now known as Valentine Park in honour of its 
originator and developer, former NSW Soccer 
Federation treasurer Charles Valentine, it has 
over 70 acres of prime, rolling land, complete 
with various football fields, and dams to keep 
water available at little cost. 

The huge indoor arena contains indoor football 
and basketball courts, extensive offices, huge 
commercial standard kitchen and dining room, 
staff flat and store rooms. 

The nearby motel block was every bit good 
enough to host the Moscow Torpedo squad in 
yle, and there is an excellent swimming pool as 
well. 
On the books at $2.6million, it is easy to under- 
stand that it would bring five times this figure 
given a residential zoning. 

But not one acre of Valentine Park should be 
ever be put to the hammer. 

It has been said of land that “they are not 
making anymore of it,” and soccer will remain 
ahead of all other competitor sports if it sticks to 
its main asset.

Kenny keeps the 
fire burning

THE fire in the bel- 
ly of one former 
Socceroo’ and 
QNSL star is still 
burning despite 
what many would 
perceive to be a 
downward curve 
in his career. 

The tigerish form of 
midfielder Kenny 
Murphy won many a 
game for South Mel- 
bourne Hellas and 
Melbourne JUST in 
his NSL days. 

Murphy. who is still 
yet to be officially re- 
leased by a JUST club 
relegated from the 
NSL in 1989, has seen 
it all as a championship 
winner with Hellas and 
as a determined World 
Cup campaigner for 
the Socceroos. 

To most others the 
thought of coaching 
middle-ranking Tho- 
mastown in the Victo- 
rian State Super 
League in 1990 would 
be just a way of staying 
in the game a little 


longer. 
But the new Tho- 
mastown  playing- 


coach is having none of 
that. 

“They might think 
I'm here for an easy 
time but they do not 
know just how ambi- 
tious 1 am.” says Mur- 
phy of his new role as 
coach. . 

“T aim to get into 
coaching in a big way 
and the only way to do 
that is to succeed, 

“I'm taking it very 
seriously indeed.” 

Murphy's desire to

push Thomastown out 
of the also-ran class is 
apparent. 

As he says, the play- 
ers are not doing it 
easy. 

Murphy has had 
them on the track 
three nights per week 
and again at weekends 
during the pre-season 
in a bid to weed out 
which players have and 
have not got “the right 
attitude’. 

“Tam leaving the 
players in no doubt as 
to how ambitious I 
am,” he explained. 

“If the players aren't 
prepared to do it then 
Tl have to go out and 
get players that will.”

Our “lost” generation 


corresponpent JOHN WOODS Looks 
AT SOME OF THE AREAS WHERE 


MANY commenta- 
tors have theories 
about why ‘our’ 
football is not the 
pre-eminent code in 
Australia today and 
if you care to bear 
| with me, a player 
; and supporter for 
nearly 30 years, | will 
give you min 

To me, Australian 
soccer ‘lost’ a genera- 
tion of supporters in the 
late 1960s and early 
1970s, ie. the young 
predominantly Anglo- 
Saxon kids who were in- 
terested either in trying 
to make a name for 
themselves or simply 
enjoyed playing the 
game. 

The code is now 
struggling to fill the gap 
in attendances which 
these kids, now grown 
up and having young 
kids themselves, would 
have provided. 

Why did soccer lose 
these kids? 

Simple. Weak and 
short-sighted admi- 
nistration. 

We continually relied 
‘on too many imports to 
fill first-team positions 
at the expense of local 
juniors and we then 
allowed these imports 
in later years to tell us 
how to play. 

Rather than blend 
local juniors with ‘big 
name’ imports, club 
administrators im- 
ported too many ‘aver~ 
age’ players and still 
played them in prefer- 
ence to the Jocal 
product. 

We have nobody else 
but ourselves to blame. 

The standard in the 
early 1960s was very 
high and based on a 
combination of ‘big 
name’ stars and local 
products. 


However, my 
memories of the big 
crowds at Prague, 
Hakoah and Apia 
matches grow fainter 
every year and I fear 
that they may never 
return. 

The level of skill of 
today’s player wanes 
significantly in compari- 
son with those. of the 
1960s and as every 
marketing executive 
tells you, it is difficult to 
sell a product that is not 
as good as it was in the 


Australia v Israel World Cup qualifying act 
The result still haunts soccer fans — 


past. 

‘There are ways to try 
and do it — advertising 
and promotion, change 
of seasons, full-time 
professionalism — but 
who is going to con- 
tinually input money 
into something that is 
going to give less and 
less return in terms of 
money, enjoyment, the 
thrill of competition or 
the need to associate 
oneself with something 
meaningful. 

In today’s National 
League soccer, there 
are too many teams that 
play ‘average’ Bri 
style football which 
consists of long-ball 
clearances cutting out 
midfield players — in- 
cluding, usually, the 
opposition’s best play- 
ers — close-marking of 
these players in case the 
ball is returned by the 
opposition’s back-four 
via a headed clearance, 
and an over-reliance of 
intimidatory tactics 
such as sledging, tackles 
from behind and over- 
the-ball lunges from in 
front, usually at knee 
height. 

Occasionally, when a 
referee has the audacity 
to give the offending 
player a yellow card, or 
heaven forbid, a red 
card, for such rash tack- 
ling, we are subjected 
to coaches and com- 
mentators who should 
all know better, saying 
that the offending play- 
er ‘only went for the 
ball’. 

1 defy anyone to tell 
me that a player can go 
for the ball when first 
he has to go ‘through” 
another player's legs to 
get to it. 

During my 30 years 
of playing and suppor- 
ting football I have ex- 
perienced most of the 
highs and lows of the 
Australian team. 

1 was at the Sydney 
Sportsground in 1969 
when Israel edged us 
out of the World Cup. 

I was there again in 
1973 when we overcame 
Iran. 

I sat and watched us 
run rings around the 
New York Cosmos at 
the Showground and 1 
bless the night we 
defeated Argentina 4-1 
at the Football 
Stadium. 


Memories of New 
Zealand at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground in 1981 
are hard to accept, and 
our elimination by 
Israel at the Football 
Stadium in April 1989 
still seems to haunt me. 

Like most Austra- 
lians 1 strongly support 
the national team but 
have little or no affilia~ 
tion with a National 
League club. 

Why is this? 

1 used to play in the 
second and third teams 
but never made the first 
team. 

So did most of my 
generation. 

My kids, therefore, 
have no affiliation with 
a club and are more in- 
terested in other codes 
of football. 

Let me tell you of a 
recent visit to a Natio- 
nal League match in the 
western suburbs of 
Sydney. 

On December 23 my 
brother, another soccer 
player of the ‘lost® 
generation, and my son, 
aged seven, accompa- 
nied me to this match 
where we barracked for 
the “away team. 

This team is ethnic- 
based and is the same 
team that | played for 
many years ago. The 
supporters do not open- 
ly speak English and 
they parade a foreign 


flag. 

Inside the ground the 
PA sound system was 
not working very well, 
some of the toilet facili- 
ties were of Third 
World quality, there 
was no match pro- 
gramme, the seating 
was poor, there was no 
grandstand (it did not 
rain, thankfully) and the 
football was boring. 

Too many of the 
players could not con- 
trol a simple pass and 
the game was mostly 
played via British-style 
long balls into the oppo- 
nents’ half, hoping that 
someone would make a 
mistake. 

The half-time en- 
tertainment was a lot 
more promising with a 
Santa Claus distributing 
lollies around the 
ground. 

Unfortunately, he 
must have taken too 
long to do so and we 
witnessed him being

bundled away by an 
official before he could 
complete the job. 

The reason for this 
was that the players had 
returned from their 
half-time break and 
football, no doubt, was 
much more important 
in our festive season. 

My son was very up- 
set as Santa had not 
made it to our half of 
the field with the lollies. 


I remarked to my 
brother that it was the 
first time that I ever 
saw Santa Claus given 


a card. 
Back to the football 
action. 


There were three 
goals in the match but 
all came from set-plays. 

As the second half- 
wore on my son only 
wanted to play under 
his seat and we were all 
glad when the match 
finally finished, 


My team won 2-1 but 
we had no place to cele- 
brate. 


We did not “belong” 
as supporters and we 
didn’t hear any 
announcements inviting 
us back to the *home’ 
clubhouse for a drink. 


It is not difficult to 
see that I belong to a 
‘Jost’ generation of soc- 
cer supporters. 

Nowadays I get a big- 
ger thrill when ‘my’ 
fugby league teams win 
than | do when ‘my’ 
soccer team wins. 


In 30 years | have 
played just one game of 
rugby league and that 
was one game too 
many. 

My son plays soccer 
but he supports rugby 
league. 

Does that make him a 
candidate for another 
Jost" generation?

Dening has now had 
some experience as the 
chairman of the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation's 
junior management 
committee. a body 
which has tended to 
concentrate on national 
junior championships 
often to the partial ex- 
clusion over the years of 
the important tasks of 
helping expand the 
game numerically in 
those states that have 
not been perceptive 
enough to find ways to 
get the game played 
across the board. 

Indeed. there is at 
least one state that 
claims a junior player 
strenuth some I) times 
greater than the obvious 
correct total based on 
the number of teams 
contained in the tables 
of its city and country 
competitions. 

It has rightly been 
said that Australia must 
produce quality young 
players. 

NSW and Victoria 
have been to the fore in 
this regard 

The former is how- 


ever also interested in 
producing great num- 
bers of youngsters 
through huge 
schools and junior re- 
servoirs, whilst Victoria 
only — for the most part 
— runs junior units con- 
nected with their senior 
clubs. 

As a result NSW 
heads rugby league for 
junior numbers, whilst 
Victoria trails Austra- 
lian rules by miles. 

Numerically speak- 
ing. a run across 
genuine state player 
figures places NSW well 
ahead, with excellent 
per capita figures also 
recorded by Queens- 
land and the ACT. 

So here where some 
of the vast experience of 
Harrie Dening could 
make a big difference 
indeed. 

Apart from his vast 
experience in the NSW 
Amateur Federation 
and its dynamic Sydney 
branch. Dening has 
worked at the helm of 
the Sutherland Shire 
Junior Soccer Football 
Association — back to. 
the days when the Shire 
itself first hegan to burst 
with population growth 
and when the Soccer 
Association was just a 
pup. 

He and a succession 
of dedicated officials 


have built Sutherland 
until it registered 8.000- 
9,000 per annum, and 
entirely dominates the 
playing side of one of 
the biggest seaside dis- 
tricts of Sydney. 


This is the area that 
has produced players 
such as current Soccer- 
oo striker Graham 
Arnold. Col Bennett, 
Steve Perry. big goalie 
Mal Haynes, Apia star 
Shane Clinch and a hdSt 
of others. 


Dening. of course. 
has an exceptional work 
load in his home base. 

But a paper from 
him. and some well 
chosen words. would in- 
dicate to other states 
who do not operate sub- 
urban and town clubs 
with much success, just 
how to bring huge num- 
bers of Australian com- 
munity families and 
their youngsters into the 
game 


It is extremely doubt- 
ful if there is anyone 
else around in my opin- 
ion at this stage with the 
ability to edge junior 
soccer aheud. 


Another possibility 
would be for Dening to 
seek to bring u dedi- 
cated person into ASF 
Junior Management 
Committee circles who 
could also carry on with 
the job.

Too much wastage 
in junior ranks

NSW junior soccer is 
based on the sub- 
urban and family 
unit, and it had to be 
that way. 

Such was the anti- 
pathy to the game years 
ago in the schools as 
well in much of the 
community that junior 
soccer had to succeed. 
and then pass its mess- 
age to the schools. 

Then, with the in- 
terest engendered by 
migration and the better 
standard of coaches be- 
coming available. play- 
ers had somewhere to 
go to improve their 
craft. 

The next step was the 
limiting of player im- 
ports. which gave Aus- 
tralian youngsters their 
much coveted chance. 

Then came the over- 
seas opportunities taken 
up first by Craig John- 
ston, and followed by 
the likes of Jim Patikas. 
Chris Kalantzis. Eddie 
Krncevie and now Tony 
Dorigo. 

In NSW in the forties 
the only junior repre- 
sentative football avail- 
able was the State 
Junior Championship. 

The only competitors 
were the teams of the 
Sydney, Newcastle and 
Ilawarra Associations. 

In fact. Saturday 
competitions were de- 
ferred if an Association 
was involved that day in 
the SJC. 


Growth 

Over years of gen- 
erally solid growth, the 
wheel has turned full 
circle. about three or 
four times over 

Bur there is now so 
much junior football 
thatginyis pertinent to ask 
whether there should be 
some rationalisation of 
a young 1990 player's 
commitments. 

By this | don’t mean 
turning the current 
system right over and 
letting only senior clubs 
run it 

That would cause di- 
saster, and soccer would 
lose out to other sports 

Rather would I sug- 
gest having sports and 


physical culture experts 
with soccer connections 
working as a panel to lift 
the exceptional com- 
petitive loads off young 
players, and to promote 
the skill factors in the 
game. Working along- 
side them would be 
administrators involved 
in the current NSW sys- 
tem, to give balance to 
any future competition 
plans. 

One important aspect 
would be to educate 
parents, so that the 
burdens so many of 
them are imposing on 
their offspring are 
lightened, 

In mini-soccer, intro- 
duced by current NSW 
Director of Coaching 
David Lee before other 
sports had even consi- 
dered it. scores and 
competition points 
don't count. 

But coaches and 
parents tell the kiddies, 
who suffer from the 
very thing that non com- 
petitive games are 
meant to wipe out! 

They say that there 
are cases where loud 
hailers and walky talkies 
are used along the side- 
lines to help secure re- 
sults... 

In the Centenary Cup 
I1-year-old kids are 
playing two games 
for three days running 
plus quarter-finals. 
semi-finals and finals 
within a short period. 

Surely. a sports ex- 
pert should be assessing 
the physical and mental 
toll imposed in such a 
regimen. 

Then there is the 
accumulation of the 
effect of junior sports 
plus school sport 


Some youngsters 
have 2x2’ hour soccer 
training sessions. 
matehes Saturday and 


Sunday. and school 


cricket seasons ov 
for them at both ends! 
Add the vital de- 
mands of education to 
that and it can be readi- 
ly seen that young chil- 
dren are being stressed 
out of their young minds 


and bodies and school- 
work suffers. 

They finish at 15 or 16 
years. turning to rugby 
league, or to cricket be- 
cause of its 
pressure. 


Escape 

Another escape route 
is to leave the game. 
taking it up again as 
amateurs a few years 
later on an “enjoyment 
only basis. 

The good thing about 
the amateur ranks is 
that the officials will 
supply the sport to re- 
creational players as 
well as the potential 
stars. 

But carting kids 
around shopping cen- 
tres for skills displays 
has become the done 
thing — but is it being 
over-done - 

A case has come to 
notice where a team was 
told that there would be 
no Presentation Night if 
it didn't win the NSW 
Champion of Cham- 
pions. 

Then there is the 
wastage of talent by 
concentrating only on 
certain ethnic groups. 

Consider the capable 
boys who are turfed out 
of certain Youth League 
clubs after winning

Back to Heysel 


BELGIAN champions Mechelen have 
asked for their European Cup quarter- 
final first leg match against holders AC 
Milan to be switched to the notorious 
Heysel Stadium in Brussels where 39 
people died in 1985. 

Mechelen’s financial manager. Piet Deryckere. 
suid the Belgian interior ministry and the city of 
Brussels, owners of the stadium, had assured 
UEFA that safety could be guaranteed for the 
March 7 tie. 

The club wanted the match moved because its 
own tiny stadium had room for only 14.000 fans, 
he said. 

Deryckere said UEFA was expected to give its 
final go-ahead for the switch. 

UEFA imposed a 10-year ban on cup finals at 
the Heysel after 39 fans. mostly were 
crushed to death just before the European Cup 
between Liverpool and Juventus. Other soc- 
cer matches have been played at the stadium 
since then. 

Mechelen can expect a maximum crowd of 
36,500 under safety rules introduced after the 


Deryckere suid the city of Brussels had also 
agreed to fortify the stadium’s fences so that rival 
fans were segregated. 

The match is likely to attract a large number of 
Dutch fans as several Dutch internationals play 
for the two clubs — Frank Rijkaard and Marco 
van Basten for Milan and Graeme Rutjes, Erwin 
Koeman, Wim Hofkens and John Bosman for 
Mechelen, 

“Its better to allow the Dutch fans into the 
stadium and know where they are than to have 
them loose in the streets,” said Deryckere, refer- 
ring to the violent reputation of some Dutch 
supporters.
